A departure in the distribuuuon of THE 
New YorK Timps, rendered possible Ly 
tne fact that there is a Subway stativn 
in the Times Building, was successfully 
meade this-morning. For the first time 
since it was opened the Subway was then 
used for taking part of a newspaper issuc 
through the city. 

From the Times Square Station the 
whole edition going to Brooklyn was acnt 
to the Brooklyn Bridge by way of ihe 
Subway. That meant a considerable sav- 
ing in time over the old method of wagon 
delivery. 

The papers sent to the various news 
companies havipg offices down town were 
sent the same y. Another new feature 
was introauced in connection with the 
hardling of THE Times in the up-town 
districts also, when papers going to Har- 
lem were sent direct to the newsdea::rs 
trom THe Trwes’s circulation department 
instead of through the news companies. 

A visitor to the lofty quarters where 
the editorial and part of the mechanical 
work of getting out .TuHs Times will be 
carried on -in the future, would have 
found very little last night, except, pos- 
sibly, the newness of everything _per- 
taining to equipment, to be that such 
an important change had, urred only 
a few hours before. , With{ sueh fore-

for him when he reported for work yes- 
terday. A® a result every one, from the 
veteran editor to the youngest office boy, 
dropped easily into his new surround- 
ings, and business started off with 
clockwork smoothness and regularity. 


EVERYTHING IN PLACE. 


in the news department, which occupies

of the Times Building, the editors and 
reporters, when they arrived to begin 
their day’s work a little after noon, found 
everything practically new but everything 
dm its right place. There was little to 
remind the members of the staff of the 
joli quarters except the typewriting ma- 
chines, which are the individual property 
@ the reporters. A whole truckful of 
tiese had been moved up town after the 
stopping of work, three and a half miles 
dcwn town, in the Park Row offices on 
tuaAday morning. 

Although as far as actual moving is 
concerned the editorial and news depart- 
met has comparatively little trouble, be- 
cause everything in the way of furniture 
and equipment in those departments had 
een repluced by new fittings, there were 
2 hundred and one important details to be 
attended to before the work of getting out 
* paper could be entered upon with profit. 
During the early forenoon hours there 
was a small army of workmen busy put- 
ting the last touches to telephone and tel- 
«graph wires running into these depart- 
ments. lights and so on, and iby the time 
work was begun everything was in good 
shape. 

In order to give THE Times such tele- | 
graph service as is required for the get- 
ting out of a paper, new cables have 
keen strung from the main offices of*the 
legraph companies down town. “he 
Western Union strung a new cable under 


the elevated structure in Sixth Avenue all 
the way from its down-town headquar- 
ters to Forty-second Street. From that 
point the cabi has been laid in an un- 
derground co ait ft from which it makes a 
leng chmb to the eighteenth floor of the 
new Times Building, where the telegra- 
rhers have their quarters. Into that room 
the news of the world will come over not 
fewer than twenty wires every night. 
while there are five wires above that 
number for emergencies in addition to a 
short private wire dies from the down- 
town news office of THE Times, in The 
Mail and Express Building.

GIRL SHOOTS HER RIVAL. 


Fires Fatal Bullet as Other Girl Kisses 
Sweetheart.

LOGANSPORT, ‘Ind. Jan. 1. —Miss 
Florence Mitchell was returned from Chi- 
cago at midnight, having been arrested 
there this morning by Panhandle. de- 
tectives, charged with the murder of Miss 
Ella Swisher at a Néw Year's Eve dance. 
A dozen witnesses of the shooting were 
this afternoon placed in jail. 

The murder was committed at the road- 
house of Nicholas Calondia, in Dunkirk, 
a suburb of Logansport. Following a sup- 
per the girls and their escorts, C. L. Mor- 
gan and Horace Ray, decided on a slum- 
ming expedition. They visited several re- 
sorts, and were afterward driven to a 
roadhouse, three miles from Logansport. 

At midnight the dance stopped for an 
instant, and the dancers raised their 
glasses to toast the New Year. With the 
last stroke of the hour Miss Swisher threw 
her arms around the neck, of Morgan and 
pressed a New Year's kiss upon his lips. 

While she was embracing Morgan, his 
sweetbeart, Miss Mitchell, it is alleged, 
drew a revolver from her muff and fired 
three times. The third shot penetrated 
Miss Swisher’s heart, and she was in- 
stantly killed. Miss Mitchell then turtied 
the pistol upon the dancers and held them 
at hay while she escaped. Before the po- 
lice could reach the scene she had disap- 
peared. 

With an escort she walked to Trimmer, 
four miles north. There she boarded a 
local train at daybreak in evening dress, 
and the conductor became suspicious. He 
notified the Panhandle detectives in Chi- 
cago, who placed Miss Mitchell under ar- 
rest on her arrival. 

Meanwhile the police here were scouring 
the city for the men and women who had 
seen the shdoting, and twelve were found, 
who are detained as witnesses, 

Miss Mitchell comes of a good family, 
and her parents are prostrated.

CLEVELAND, Jar. 1.--“ Trust me! 
Trust me!” cried’ Mrs. Chadwick to her 
husband to-day as she clung to him: in 
the woman's ward of the Cuyohaga Jail 
and wept convulsively. ‘‘ Don't believe 
these stories which the newspapers have 
been printing about me,” ghe_ said. 
“They are lies, every one of them. i 
have done nothing wrung. Believe me; 
trust me; everything will come out all 
right in the end, and it will be seen that 
I have been guilty of none of these things 
fhe public charge me with. Don't think 
I deceive you; I will tell you the truth, 
and I tell you that all these repgrts are 
lies—lies.”’ 


“I can only hope so,” was the hus- 
band’s answer. “I have trusted yoa, 
and it is herd to believe anything; my 
mind is so confused. This has all been 
such a terrible sock, and I don’t under- 
stand any of it. I want time to think of 
it I do not say I won't trust you; only 
give me time to collect my thoughts. 1 
am not the judge. I can only hope that 
everything will come out all right, as you 
say." 

The meeting of Dr. Leroy 8. Chadwick 
end his imprisoned wife, which was the 
first they have had since ihe woman's 
troubles began, took place a few hours 
after Dr. Chadwick's arrival from New 
York. / 

Sheriff Barry, in whose cémpany Dr. 
hadwick was on the trip, chose to come 
to’ Cleveland over the Pennsylvania 
Road. The train arrived in Cleveland at 
7:30 this morning. Scarcely any of the 
few at the station knew of the party, 
and the Sheriff and Dr. Chadwick were 
quickly driven to the county jail, where 
Dr. Chadwick was registered as a man 
against'whom the law has suspicion, but 
this wa not made a part of the records 
at once. A bond provided Saturday-even- 
ing by Attorney Virgil P. Kline and At- 
torney Dawley was ready at the jail on 
the arriyal of Dr. Chadwick. and he was 


soon released. : die 

After the preliminaries in the Sheriff's 
office, Dr.. Chadwick was escorted by 
Sheriff ‘to the fourth floor of the 
woman's * where his, wiféjis held a 
prisoner.” "The megting between the two 
was pathetic jn the extreme. Mrs. Chad- 
wick srds whi . Ashe heard the steps in the 
corridor, and fellint oher husband's arms 
when she rec him. Both broke 
down and wep convulsively for several 
minutes, while Ginging to each other, the 
Sheriff attemptibs meanwhile to console 
them. 

The two thén ‘at down for 4 talk that 
continued for’an hour and a half. There 
were pleadings ang partial responses. Dr. 
Chadwick has lost his all in the opera- 
tions of his wife, and the large indepen- 
dent fortune of hig only child has been 
swept away—sufficjent reason, it would 
seem, for some show of hardness on his 
part. Mrs. Chadwick tried to imbue him 
with the thought of her innocence of any 
wrongdoing. His only response to these 
pleas was, ‘‘I hope so.” 

The wife told her story, interpersed by 
violent fits of weeping, in which at times 
Dr. Chadwick joinedi : There were no ap- 
parent evasions, but: there was the con- 
stant cry of *‘ Trust Ye, trust me,” c 
the part of the woman. 

Finally Sheriff Barty was asked by 
Mrs. Chadwick to send for her attorney, 
J. P. Dawley, who was. waiting with At- 
torney Kerruish in the jail office. Mr. 
Dawley went to Mrs. Chadwick's cell and 
held a conference with her and Dr. Chad- 
witk, the resuit of whick was said to be 
the instruction of the two prisoners ly 
Mr. Dawley of their future public action. 
During the time of Mr. Dawley's pres- 
ence with them both Mr. and Mrs. Chad- 
wick gave way to their fevlings, and Mrs. 
Chadwick wept alouds Mr. Dawley was 
with them for an hour. 

When Mr. Dawley @#nd Dr. Chadwick 
arose to leave the jail Mrs. Chadwick ap- 
purently felt more severely than ever be- 
fore the desolation of her position. She 
knew neither that her husband was Ler 
champion and protector nor that his sym- 
pathy for her had been swept away. She 
cing to him for a moment and again 
pleaded with him for his confidence. With 
tears in, his eyes he told her she had his 
confidence until proof is produced to 
shatter it. 

The doctor was dazed for a ‘moment 
on returning to the turnkey’s room. Emil 
Hoover had arrived at the jail while Dr. 
Chadwick was with his wife and was 
awaiting his step-father in the office. The 
man grasped both hands of the boy and 
searched his face for a moment before 
either spoke. 

“Emil,” sldwly said the doctor, “it 
has been a long time since I saw you. 
Many things have happened.” The boy 
made no response. 

On the ride from New Yogk Dr. Chad- 
wick became somewhat reserved as his 
train neared his home city and he grew 
J appreciably sadder. He was loath to dis- 
cuss his troubles. 

‘My daughter,” he.said, « demained in 
New York and -will leave at once for 
Florida, where she will stay at-least for 
the’ present. All this trouble has come 
upon me with such suddenness. that I am 
almost crushed. Of course I am not gufity 
of any wrongdoing. For thirtysfiye years 
I have made Cleveland my home, this

SAY DOUBLE MURDER 
WAS LONG-PLANNED 


Police Theory of the Killing of 
Mrs, Klopmann and Fricke. 


SEEK FERRONI IN VAIN

Man Had Engaged a Room Opposite 
House Where the Shooting 
Was Committed. 


| The police declared yesterday that the 
|murder of Mrs. Clara Klopmann and | 
| George Fricke, the bakery foreman; at 
the woman's home, 144 East Fifteenth | 
Street on Saturday was the result of long 
| deliberation. For three days and nights | 
the murderer waited and watched, they | 
| Said, like a cat at a mousehole. And to! 
| make sure of his victims, he had secured | 
the services of an accomplice, who took | 
turns in the long vigil. When the oppor- 
| tunity came at last, the murderer struck 
quickly. A few minutes after the fatal | 
shots had been. fired, he disappeared as | 
completely and as mysteriously as it | 
the earth had swallowed him. At a late 
hour last night the police had found no | 
| Clue to his whereabouts. 

Ernst Klopmann, the journeyman baker, | 
| whose home on the top floor of the! 
Fifteenth Street house was the scene of 
last Saturday afternoon’s tragedy, had 
behaved in a somewhat péculiar manner, 
| according to the police. Why, for in-| 
;Stance, they inquire, did twenty min- | 
utes or more pass from the time Klop- 
mann discovered the all but lifeless bodies 
of his wife and his best friend unt! he 
| reported the find to a policeman stationed 
| less than half a block away from the 
| scene of the crime? ° 

And why did he act like a log after the 
| murder, while he supposed his wife dead, 
only to break down and weep hysterically 
when, for a few moments, it looked as 
if a summoned physician would be able 
to bring the woman back to life and the 
power of speaking? Despite these ques- 
| tions, the police say, there is no likeli- 
hood that the answers to them, if found, 
would make the husband out a murderer. 
| The murdered woman was thirty-nine 
|years old. She was good looking, but far 
from beautiful. She was not remarkable 
for intellect, but she seemed to exercise 
wonderful power over the other persons 
concerned in th tragdy. Antonio Ferroni, 
now sought by the police, was one of 
| those who came under the woman's spell. 
| Fricke had sought Ferroni on several 
| occasions to make him, either by threats 
;or persuasion, promise to 
| Klupmann alone.

When the 
prisoners were taken to Police Headquar- 
ters Assitant Superintendent Dougherty 
of the Pinkerton Detective Bureau iden- 
tified the man who said he was William 
Smith as Gus De Ford, alias “Ky Yel- 
low,” alias “‘ Bugesey,’ ‘an expert with 
high explosives, known as the ** King of 
the Soup fpoon Men.” The man who 
called himself Thomas Kennedy Dough- 
erty declared to be Hamilton Jack, a 
Western * yeggman,”” who has been out 
of prison only a short time. The third 
prisoner cescribed himself Edward 
James, but Dougherty said he was James

Because of Parents’ Neglect and In 
temperance, Says Chicago 


Juvenile Court.

Upon the parents of Chicago has been

The report of the court's work, prepared 
by Chief Probation Officer J. J. McMan- 
aman for Judge Mack, puts neglect and 
intemperance in the front rank of the 
causes of crime in children.

Records of the court 
stand accusing drunkenness, laziness 
and their resultant poverty of parents as 
causing the children's plight. 

“Whisky causes poverty. Poverty causes 
crime. That summarizes the 
said Officer McManaman. “ Children come 
to us first as dependents, but with age 
dependency becomes delinquency. Pa- 
rental neglect lies at the foundation of 
work of the Juvenile Court.” 

During part of the time covered by the 
year’s report statistics have been kept to 
learn how great an influence on the 
court’s work is exerted by the “ divorce 
evil.”’ There was disappointment for 
those who expected much would be shown 
to have followed separation of parents. 
Only sixteen cases were discovered. 

Pointing the force of the charge 
intemperance and neglect, and not 
fortune, has caused the work of the 
courts, reference is made to a table of 
causes of dependency in children, the first 
ever prepared in connection with the Chi- 
cago Juvenile Court. The table deals 
with cases of children taken into the 
court for the first time. 

The causes of the little ones’ 
are shown thus:

Of the causes lisied officially as non- 
oreventable. the probation officers who 
nvestigated the cases say fully 75 per 
ecent. covld be traced to their origin in 
the neglect and drunkenness of parents. 

Cf the 1,460 delinquent boys. taken to 
the court 80 were there as their first ap- 
pearance, The others had made previous 
trips to the court as follows: Second of- 
fenses, 305; third, 160; fourth, 91; fifth, 54. 

Girls never made mcre than two ap- 
pearances, aS a second offense meuns 
with them imorisonment in a State or city 
institution.

Electrical Transmission of Pictures. 

Dr. Arthur Korn has devoted consider- 
able time to the subject of the trans- 
mission of photographs and pictures by 
|electricity, and publishes a_ beoklet in 
| which he has described very precisely and 
carefully the details of his method. Suc- 
cessful results have been obtained over 


telegraph and telephone lines for a dis- 
tance of SOU kilometres. A ray of light 
'is made to puss systematically over the 
transparent film to be transmitted. After 
passing through the film it impinges upon 
a selenium cell, the 
varies proportionately to the amount of 
light which passes through the photo- 
graph. These varying currents. pass 
through the transmission line and are re- 
ceived in a moving coil galvanometer, the 
pointer of which in moving inserts or 
takes out resistance inva high-tension cir- 
cuit, according as the current flowing in 
the moving coil changes. In the trans- 
mission of half-tone fllustrations and 
handwriting the articles are prepared on 
metal foil with non-conducting ink. The 
conducting point travels over the metallic 
toil and closes and opens the sending cir- 
cuit-.-according as it is traveling on a 
marked or an unmarked space. For a 
half-tone illustration a _ strip one-half 
centimeter. wide and 10 centimeters long 
can be sent in 100 seconds.—Electrical Re- 
view.

After Hot Talk. 
CENTRAL BODY’S LIVELY DAY 


Several Delegates Angrily Assert 
Right to Choose Their Own Com- 
pany—Cigar Packers Censured. 


There was an exciting time yesterday at 
the meeting of the Central Federated 
Union over a request from Cigar Packers’ 
Union 251 that the delegates in the ceu- 
tral body who were in the Civic Fedeia- 
tien should be requested to leave 
hidy. Delegate Simons, who made the re- 
quest, said that he had done it under the 
i: struction of his union. 

Several of the delegates indignantly de- 
clared that Cigar Packers’ Union 241 had 
no right whatever to make such a request. 

James Holland of the Eccentric Firemen’s 
' Union eaid that, no matter what the cen- 
tral body did, he was in the Civic Fed- 
eration, and he would remain in it. Com- 
ing after the fuss that was made a week 
or two ago over the charges that non- 
union bread and cigars were used at the 
Civic Federation's dinner in the Park 
Avenue Hotel, the new proposition aroused 
considerable anger among the delegates 
who were in the Civic Federation, 
them James P. Archibald of the Brother- 
hood of Painters. 

“I think the assurance 
in making this request 
he said. “I would advise 
to attend to their own It 
my privilege as an American citizen 
choose my own company, and I now 
make the statement that the Civic Fed- 
eration is entitled to the respect of every 
citizen for what it has actually accom- 
plished.”’ 

Archibald said that the rumpus made 
last Sunday about alleged non-union 
bread and non-union cigars at the Civic 
Federation’s dinners had done a great 
deal of harm.

Morris Brown, Socialist, who supported 
the complaint about the non- union bread 
and cigars, declared that the Civic Fed- 
eration had no use for the labor members 
except as represe ntatives of their unions. 

“What use has it for Daly, for instance, 
except as a representative of org: anized 
labor?” he said. ; 

“None whatever,” said Daly. ‘“‘What 
other better use could it have?’ 

Brown was censured by Archibald, 
declared that he did not know that he 
was wilfully and deliberately misrepre- 
senting matters in order to deceive those
